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Tue second “faseicle for. this year of the, 
trade statistics issued by the Inspectorate 


_ General of Chinese Customs covers the ten 


Yangtze porte, Chuugking to Chinkiang. 
From most of these places comes a note.of 


disappointment in the’ report for 1906. At) 


Chungking, the year opened well, with fairly 
brisk trade for three montha, but depression 
ruled the rest of the year.. High exchange 
bampered trade a good deal. Thore was 
fortunately, a good rico crop, and foreign 


* goods were imported three million taely in 


excess of the previous year's value. 
Cigarette making is a new industry of this 
locality, which had already’ six match 
factories, It is also a big opium growing 
district, but the poppy cropa were much 
domaged laet year, Life insurance has 
“ caught on” with the people of Chungking 
Ichang in 1906 had to be grateful for good 
food crops. The figures of this place are of 
very little assistance, as it is a mere tranship- 
ment stage and taxing s'ation for the trade 
of Szechwun. Also, the Customa have 
changed their syatem ofaccounts agniu, and 
goods in transit no longer swell the gross 
value, so that comparisons with previous 
figures could only mislead, The foreign trade 
up here. was represented by ninety thousand 
taels worth of direct transhipmenta from 
Hongkong. A Cantonese dealer introduced 
last. year -a sample shipment of Patna 
opium, with results not encouraging.

Native opium was, however, increasingly 


“popular, and 41,887 piculs passed the 


Customs os againat 36,821 in 1905. Shasi, 
the next port, did not enjoy a prosperous 
year, Floods, famine, and high exchange 
caused genoral distress, and the last foreign 
firm (except shipping companies) olosed ita 
doors. Lack of facilities for loading cargo, 
and the irregular steamer service, prevent 
trade growth here. Beiween Shasi and 
Hosiieh—chiefly on Tukkechow--a consider- 
able amount of washing for gold is done. 
From 200 to 300 men ara. earning an 
average of 200 cash each a day. The gold 
fetches only 27 oz, of silver par ounce 
focally, The record for Changaha in 1906 
isa stormy one, Early in the year they 
bad 264 inches of rain, The river rose 
dleven feet in a day. The Bund was 
submerged nearly ten feet, “ higher than 
anything recorded during the past 300 
years.” Sampane, “on « level with the 
eaves, thronged what are usually’ busy 
thorough -fares.” Those who remember the 
coatention that Chanogeho was sufficiently 
“open” by offering foreign merchants a 
settlement outside the walls can now, realize 
the position. All business was entirely 


suspended ‘for aeveral weeks. Yet there, 


was a searcity of water. towards. the ond of 
the yenr, und the approaches ccased 
to be navigable much sooner than 
ual, Tho only item of particular 
intereat in the Yochow report is the 
contemplated introduction of a service 
of motorboats between Hankuw and 
Changsha, which ought to- reward the 
enterprising Chinese merchant concerned. 
Houkow reports an actual gain of business, 
although the “figures generally ‘show a 
decroase. Thero was more stuff, but dear 
silver made the value appear leas, The 
development of the settlement procecded 
apace, and shipping showed another great 
iucrease, 316,685 tons. more than in 1905. 
The Kiukiaug Commissioner emphasizes the 
auccess of Japanese trade ; Wuhu reports a 
serious falling off in exports, while imports 
remained about level; and Nanking 
experienced some improvement. New 
forvign-style shops nnd bouses were 
introduced, and though rents doubled,. the 
demand seemed unaffected. The figures 
showed a slight decrease in volume of trade, 
but for reasons already indicated, these 
comparisous are no longer to be relied Upon. 
Trade all round was brisker though local 
crops were bad. At Chinkiang, with similar 
drawbacks, the revenue reached the highest 
total hitherto recorded. Of an increase’ of 
over two million taels,:or fifty per cent, in 


/the ‘total value of foreign importa the 


Japanese contributed half, their share 
having more than doubled. -Hongkong 
sent an inerense of Tls. 800,000, ‘the 
Americans Tls, 287,000 more, British Ts, 
23,000 moro and the Germans Ts, 45,000 
more. Direct trade with Singapore 
decreased by Ths, 179,000, Tho Japanese 
contribution consisted mainly of coal, 
matches, and sugar. Sugar imports of all 
kinds increased nearly Tis. 1,500,000. 


“Strong rivalry has arisen betweea sugar 
from the refineries in Japan and that from 
refineries in’ Hongkong. In July a Japanese 
committea met the Chinese sogar brokera of 
Chinkiaug and placed before them samples of 
dugore compuring favourably in colour, tuste, 
and umell with other sugara on the market. 
‘These sumples wor submitted to s Earopoan 
expert, who pronounced them to be extracts 
from Jaya cane, of which Japan is now importing 
considerable quantities. Lt seemate me probable, 
howavor, ‘that Japan woold also nse a large 
proportion of Formosan cane in her refineries. , 
din August thoy placed about 12,000 bags of 
retived sugar on the market to compote with 
the produce of the Hongkong refineries at the 
following prices for similar grades: Japavese, 
Tis. 61+, Ths, 5.90, und ‘Ils 5.70 per pica! ; 
against Hongkong, Tis. 6.15, ‘Lis. 5.95, and 
‘Tla.5.70 per picul, In Deoomber these prices 
hed fallen to Tila. 5.30, Tis, 5.35, and ‘Tle. 
5.15, as againet Tle, 5.55, ‘Ils. 5,35, and 
Tis. 5.10. ‘The Chioose have found by 
expericnce ‘that the Japanese sugar under 
atorage deteriorates rapidly in sppearance, tnete, 
and smoll, indicating a want of knowledgs in 
the refining proces. With the advantage of 
importation iu subsidised steamer lines and, it is 
ssid, of bounty-fed fuctories, the competition is 
likely to be maintained. The Swatow sugars, 
though dearer, being hand refined, are ‘sweeter, 
aod for awectmoat making aro not Hixely tobe 
displaced, as | catty is equal to 14 catties of 
foreign refined sugar, ” 3

nd hod anchored at 8.30. Sho had ioeffeotually 
signalled to ono stesmor passing 45 miles on the 
‘outside of her st about 5 am. At abont j1 
a.m, she was sighted by the * Avagonia” with 
the two bolls signal, which mesos “ disgbled, 
will you tow me?" Tho « Aragonia” was 
steaming to the south on her course which 
Would hove taken her: about. five or six 
miles on the inside of the “ Hapeb.” No other 
vessels woro sighted. Tho sea wan rough and 
the N. E, mongoon was blowing strongly with 
inoreasing force, though it had not reached the 
force of a gale. Tho wind waa variously 
estimated but it may be takon to be from five to 
six. The “Hupeh” had on boarde eargo valned 
at $115,000 and 150 passongors, The captain | 
admitted that at the place where ho was 
anchored -be was oxposed to the fall force ‘of the 
monsoon, that is to asy, if it bad risen to the 
force of » gale, and that in.

A 
‘conversation then took place through a moga- 
phone between the two captains, Having decided 
to do’ what he could for the “Hupeh” the 
captain of the “ Aragonia” wont ahead slowly 
in order to take up 4 position ahead of her and. 
get her hawseron board. Before she was clear 
the “ Aragonia,” whieh was very light, her 
bulwarks being 25. to 930 feet abave the water, 
was caught by tho wind and blown across the 
“ Hapeb’e” bows ina position of danger. Sho 
got clear and by a werics of other wanqwurres 
sho got right abcad of the “ Hapeh ” and backed 
by dragging on ber anchors into a position 
whioh enabled her hawser sfter come diffloulty to 
be got on board the“ Hapah.” ‘The difforonce | 
of opinion arises as to whether the whole of this 
was a seationtike manwuvre on the part of the 
“ Ara.onis.” The captain of the “Hupaa ” say

I am quite 
sore that tha eaptain of the “ Hupsh” thinks 
he could have manouvred the “ Aragonia” for 
better than Captain £rnst; most people, rea 
captains not boing. excepted,. who are not 
engaged in the setual work going forward, 
are oritically inotined, and ‘from their posi- 
tion of vantage as observers detect foalts 
in the performance: of it by others. I am 
_ Salisfled tbat the Inw doos no require the ser- 
vioo of the salving vessel to be dono in tho 
most seamanliko wey possiblo, but only that 


what ‘sho doos should bo dope in seamanlike | 


manner; and that any riek sho actually racs in 
these ciroumstancgs is a risk properly to be 
token into account in oatimaling the salvage 
award, Tho Assessor's anewors conclade thia 
question in favour of tha ‘ Aragonin” oud T 
ontirely concur with them. Tho salvage award 
should be basod on these suswars, The Assossor 
is of opinion that no extra risk was incarred by 
taking the couraa inside Ochsen, tho dangor, if 
any, being limited tothe twenty minutes when tho 
vossela wore in proximity to that island. [do not 
sao my way to reduce the. water question into 
figures, though nudoabtedly the “Aragonia” was 
short of water and might have run shorter atill ; 
but Amoy wos always opon as a harbonr whory 
water could he got. Tho Assesdor is of opinion 
that the towage was performed in » succeasfal 
and seamantike mannor, that no towage in the 
Chins Sea duriag a monsoon, with following: 
wind and ses, ie unattended with rink, and that 
it. was’ not such plain sailing as the captain of 
tho "Hupeb” ondoavoura to make-out; and 
farther that in the ocirouristances of this oang 
tho diffloalties of towaga and steerage of the 
disabled yoasel woro considerably inoreasod by 
tho faot that there was a atronty following wind 
and soa,; What bappoued in connection with 
tho breaking of the hawser ond the alleged 
sudden alteration of the conrie sooms to mo to be 
immoeteriel to the question before the Conrt. 

One 
Folnt iz clear, that in the opinion of the owners 
of the,“ Hapeh” the £750 paid into.Court is 
sufficient, apart from the spovial items 
of expense incurred as based on tho captain’s 
views, which considerably underestimate the risk 
ran, It follows that tho amount is insufficient, 
Tho Aaseraor and myself considoring the matter | 
entirely indepondently, bave come to the concln- 
sion-that tho propor aum for award is £1,500, 
apart from the special items of expensos. I 
should say that I bave paid due regard to the 
amount awarded in the caso of the “ Bromen” 
before arriving at this figaroe.

MANILA RAILWAY COMPANY. 

An extraordinary general meeting was held 
last month, at Winohester-house, London, to 
consider a resolution to wind up the company 
voluntarily, Mr, C, J. Cater Soott promded, 
Tho chairmen, in moving the resolation, said 
that on December 7 Inat tho plan of arrange- 
ment submitted to the three separate classes 
of shareholders was, he thought he might say 
unanimonsly spproved. Under that plau they 
contemplated the sale “of their proparty 


to sn American company, and the 
havding over by that company to 
the new English company of securities in 


payment of the undertaking. All these matters, 
which wore of rather s complicate? charactor, 
hod tow been completed, with the result that 
the next step in the schome—that of putting 
the old company into liquidation—could be 
woceaded with. Jt was Proposed that Mr. 

‘ackanzile, their asoretary, should ba Hquidator 
There was no one to whom the work could 
bo more fittingly entrusted. Although thera 
bad beon; some delay in calling the present 
moeting, owing to the timo occupied in carry- 
ing through tho echeme, he was glad to say 
that, as regarded the construction of the new 
lines, which was the business of the Amerioan 
company, there had been no deloy at all; on 
the contrary, most excellent progress had 
been made, Those now ines would 
transform the Manila Heilway into an 
important and, ho baliaved, a most prosperous 
undertaking iv tho island of Luzon. So far 
os the result to the shareboldors was concerned, 
the board had not altered their opinion since 
they, took upon themselves tho responsibility 
of resquesting the American company’ to build 
the additional lines. Everything showed that’ 
the’ Philippines were developing. and they 
delieved that, with a settled Government, there 
was a time of prospority. before them. Tho 
recoipta of the railway this. year to dato 
amounted to $979,919 against $889,097 in the 
corresponding poriod ‘of 1906, an inorease 
of practically 10 per cont..on the same mileage. 
After the confirmatory meeting bad bean held, 
and the revolutions now submitted had been 
confirmed, the first mortgage bonds, the A and 
B prior lien bonds, and the security notes by the 
torm of their frust deeds, becamo payable. A 
very large numbar had taken advantage of tho 
offer made by Messrs. Speyer Brothora. It 
was thought that the few who had uot con- 
verted should have carly notice of repayment, 
and the board intended at once’ to give notice 
that on and sftor tho 13th prox., which would 
be about six days subsequent to the date of tho 
confirmstory meoting, those socurities would be 
aid off with interest. Ho hoped that the 
folders would find this esrly notice conve niont, 
and tbat they would send in their various 
seourities to Messrs, Speyer frothers 
for the purposes of repayment. He wished 
to state emphatically that all intarest on. the 
seoorities , wonld cease after. the © 13th 
prox. Admiral Sir Cyprian Brido socond- 
ed the rosolution, which was carried 
without discussion, Mr. C, Acworth moved the 
following resolution :—'1, That in recognition 
of the Jong and arduous work of Mr, Cater 
Scottas chairman of (hecompany, and expecially 
of his succossful efforts, to effect a rattlamant 
with the American Govornnient, and to carry 
out. the reconstruction of tho company, a sum 
of £5,000 be voted to him. 2 That the liqni-
